Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa in the 
Fiftieth Year of the Republic of India as follows:

1. Short title.— This Act may be called the Goa Appro 
priation Act, 1999. 


Clause 23 of the Bill empowers the State Government to 
issue general or special directions to the Corporation . 


Clause 25 of the Bill empowers the State Government 10 
issue notification placing at the disposal of the Corporation any 
lands vested in the State Government,

Statement of Objects and Reasons 


The Budget for the Year 1999-2000 was presented to the Legislative Assembly 
on 8th July . 1999. The Demands for Grants have since been discussed and 
voted by Assembly. This Appropriation Bill, is , therefore, introduced in accordance 
with the provisions of Article 204 of the Constitution , to provide for appropriation 
out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Goa of the moneys required for the 
services during the financial year 1999-2000 . 


The Governor has, in pursuance of clauses (1 ) and (3 ). of Article 207 of the 
Constitution of India, recommended to the Legislative Assembly the introduction and 
consideration of the Bill . 


Financial Memorandum 


Provision is made in the Bill to appropriate for certain services and purposes 
expressed in the Schedule during the Financial Year 1999-2000 a sum of Rs. 
19,17,25,86,000. The amount consists ofRs: 15,20,72,93,000 on Reyenue Account and 
Rs. 3,96,52.93,000 on Capital Account including Public Debt. and Loans and 
Advances ,
